the finest Gothic 


structure in tho world. 


Tho English cathedrals, and some of 


them were \ery fine (we were particu- 
larly impressed with the cathedral at 
York) have marks of different styles of 
architectuie—the Roman, tho Xortuan 
and the Early English, while this is pure 
Gothic. No ore can describe it. 
We 


can only say that it is Colotjiie Cathe- 
dral. We are very fortuunta in hating 
m our party Dr, W. T. Harris, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., the U. S. commissioner oC 
education, pcihaps the greatest scholar 
thatAmeuca has yet produced, In a 
little talk to some of us on architecture 
he said this cathedral is tho result of 
the dreams of tho monks and is the bc&t 
symbol of Iho Christian faith.

Decatur than there has been for many 
years. This stato of things is thio to a 
strong and practical quiet ell'ort on the 
part of the adniinistralioii to suppress 
tho evil without blowing trumpets nnd 
emptying brass bands', or going on dress 
parade about it. This is tho kind of 
work that always tcllfc, no matter what 
the object to bo attained may be, and 
yet the world,and every community, hus 
many people who stil! insist that wo 
must look to the"whirlwinc]," the "earth- 
quake," or tho "lire," which means con- 
fusion, disorganization and destruction 
for results, rather than tho ''still, small 
voice.'' Tho prophet Elijah once made 
tho same mistake many puople in our 
day make, and tho reason he made the 
inistaUe was that ho underestimated the 
honesty o[ other people, just as some 
modern reformers do. lie was of the 
opinion thai 1 ^ alone in Israel was good, 
when, as a ..inttcr of fact, Ihore were 
7UOO men r.i Israel whoso records and 
consciences wero as clear as his, who 
had not made much, i'uas about it.

ABOUT OCEAN WAVES. 


They Arc Said to Travel About Twenty" 


Four Foot a Sceontl. 


Dr. Q. Schott, as the result ot study- 


Ing the form and height of the -waves 
o* the sea, claims that under a mod- 
erate breeze their velocity was 2-1.0 feet 
per second, or 16.8 miles an hour, •which 
is about the speed of a modern balling1 
vessel. 


As the wind vises the size anil speed 


of the Yi-avcs increase. 
In a strong 


breeze their length rises to 2(50 feet and 
their speed reaches 300 or S04 feet per 
sceoncl. Waves the perioil of which ia 
nine seconds, the length 400 or 425 feet 
and tlie speed 23 nautical miles per 
hour arc produced onlr\ in storms. 
During a southeast storm in the south- 
ern Atlantic Dr. Scliott measured waves 
GOO feet long; a.nd this was not a maxi- 
mum, for in latitude 28 degrees south 
and longitude 39 degrees cast he ob- 
served \vnves of fifteen seconds period, 
which were 1150 feet long, with a, ve- 
locity of 78.7 feet per second, or 40 1-8 
nautical miles an hour. 


Dr. Sciiott does not think that the 


maximum height of the waves is very 
great. Some observers have estimated 
it at 30 or 40 feet in a wind of the force I 
represented by eleven on the Beaufort 
scale (the highest number of which ia 
twelve); and Dr. Schott's maximum is 
just 32 feet. He believes that in great 
tempests waves of more than 60 feet 
are rare and that even those of 50 feet 
are exceptional. In the ordinary trade 
•winds the height is 5 or 0 feet. 
Tho 


ratio of height to length is about 1.S3 
in a moderate wind, 1.13 in a strong 
wind and 1.17 in a storm, from which 
it follows that the inclination of the 
waves is respectively about 6, 10. U 
degrees. The rmtio of the height of 
the waves to the force of the wind 
Tmries greatly.
